Science  Students  Study 
World  And  Its  Inhabitants 


The  Science  Department  at  Dunkirk 
emphasizes  a  thorough  education  in  the 
basic  fundamentals  of  science  and  scien- 
tific theory.  All  Junior  High  students 
take  science  in  both  the  seventh  and 
eighth  grades.  This  study  gives  the  stu- 
dents some  insight  on  the  vastness  of 
the  world  in  which  they  live  and  is  the 
first  step  toward  their  understanding  of 
it. 

As  a  freshman  the  student  begins  a 
more  detailed  study  of  the  science  of 
Biology,  or  plant  and  animal  life.  He 
learns  how  to  dissect  some  of  the  lower 


animals  and  makes  several  collections  of 
various  types  of  plants  and  animals. 

Next  the  student  will  take  either 
Physics  or  Chemistry,  which  are  taught 
in  alternating  years.  This  year  Chemistry 
was  taught  to  the  Juniors  and  Seniors. 
In  Chemistry  the  students  conducted 
experiments  on  their  own,  increasing 
their  proficiency  in  scientific  theory  and 
scientific  technique.  The  elements  and 
the  chemical  arrangement  of  our  world 
are  the  principle  areas  studied  in  Chemi- 
stry.

Students  Study  Various  Math  Areas 


As  the  students  enter  high  school 
they  initiate  a  study  of  the  field  of 
mathematics.  Junior  High  general  math 
is  studied  so  that  the  students  may  have 
a  foundation  for  their  future  study  of 
math  and  so  that  the  students  will  have 
enough  mathematic  proficiency  to  en- 
able them  to  live  and  work  in  the 
modern  world.  In  Senior  High  the  stu- 
dent must  take  at  least  one  year  of 
math.  This  may  be  either  a  business 
course  of  General  Math  or  a  college  prep 
course  of  Algebra  I.  In  addition  to  these 
courses,  Geometry,  Algebra  II,  Trigono- 
metry and  Analytic  Geometry  are 
offered.  Thus  the  students  at  Dunkirk 
High  School  are  given  the  opportunity 
of  taking  four  years  of  advanced  Mathe- 
matics.

Many  projects  are  thought  of,  design- 
ed, and  built  in  the  little  shop  at 
Dunkirk  High  School.  Under  the  direc- 
tion of  Don  Casterline,  those  students 
who  are  enrolled  in  the  industrial  arts 
courses  study  and  use  tools,  different 
materials,  and  methods  of  production. 
The  shop  may  be  limited  in  size,  but 
this  hardly  limits  the  imagination  as  to 
what  can  be  constructed.  Everything 
from  lamps  for  the  home  to  shelves  for 
the  school  have  been  built  and  many 
pass  with  flying  colors. 

Industrial  Art  Classes  are  designed 
for  boys  from  the  seventh  grade  to 
seniors  and  usually  the  type  and  quality 
of  the  work  reflects  this. 


These  shop  students  laboriously  construct  a  few  miniature  buildings  so  that  some  day  they  may 
build  full-scale  buildings  with  brightness  and  brawn.
